Peter CartwrighU
Among the most notable of the

American pioneer preachers was Pe-

ter Cartwright, who was born Id Am-

herst County, Va., In 1785, and died
at Pleasant Plains, 111., in 1872. When
he was a child, his parents removed
to Eentuck7, where, about 1801, he
was converted through the instru-
mentality of an itinerant preacher,
and joined the Methodist Episcopal
Church. He was ordained as deacon
in 1806, and as elder in 1808. In 1812
he was appointed presiding elder, and
acted in that capacity sixty years;
the last forty-fiv- e in the Illinois Con-

ference. During his ministry he re-

ceived more than 10,000 members
into the Church, baptised more than
12,000 persons, and for thirty-thre- e

years preached, on an average, four
sermons a week. His Fifty years a
Presiding Elder," and his "Autobi-
ography," edited by Rev. W. P.
Strickland, D. D., are a perfect store-

house of characteristic anecdotes and
reminiscences. Among these we find
the following:

One day, on approaching a ferry
across the river Illinois, he heard the
ferryman swearing terribly at the
sermons of Peter Cartwright, and
threatening that if he ever had to
ferry the preacher across, and knew
him, he would drown him in the river.
Peter, unrecognized, said to the fer-

ryman:
"Stranger, I want you to put me

across."

ryman, and pursued his conversation
and strictures on Peter Cartwright,
Having finished, he turned to Peter
and said:

"Now I'll put you across."
On reaching the middle of the

stream, Peter threw his horse's bridle
over a stake in the boat, and told the
ferryman to let go his pole.

"What for?" asked the ferryman.
"Well, you've just been using

name improper-like- ; and you said if
ever I came this way you would
drown me. Now you've got a chance."

"Is your name Peter Cartwright?"
asked the ferryman.

"My name is Peter Cartwright."
Instantly the ferryman laid hold

of the preacher; but he did not know
Peter's strength, for Peter instantly
seized the ferryman and, holdirg him
by the nap of the neck, plunged him
in the water, saying:

"I baptize thee (splash) in the
name of Satan, whose child thou art"

Then lifting him up, dripping, Pe
ter asked :

"Did you ever pray?"

the ferryman.

We do not that the people who
are raging about land grants and rail
road monopolies are disposed to give
Secretary Schurz the credit he de
serves for his recent decision against
railroad companies. Perhaps they
do not understand how he has thrown
eight millions of acres open to settle
merit, and how bravely he has stood
up for justice to the people. The
lands granted to the Union, Central
and Kansas Pacific and several of
their branches were granted upon the
following condition, which Mr.
Schurz seems to have been the first
to find:

All lands granted by the section, which
shall not be sold or disposed of by the
company three years after the entire road
shall have been completed, shall be sub
ject to settlement and pre eniptiou like
other lands at a price not exceeding $1.23
per acre, to be paid to such company.

These companies have been selling
their lands at from six to ten dollars
an acre, or holding them for such
prices. The provisions of the grant
have never been enforced, and sev
era! times cases involving the ques
tion have been dismissed by Secre-
tary Schurz's predecessors. He could
have done the same thing, but seeing
a clear duty before him he had the
courage to do it, and decided that al
these lands, amounting to twenty- -

eight million acres, were open to set
tiers at the government price, $1.25
per acre. Doubtless the Supreme
court will have to pass upon this, but
it is not easy to see how the decision
can be reversed. It will make a great
difference to the Pacific roads, though
of course they receive whatever
money the government gets from
sales. The Northern Pacific is not
attested. Indianapolis News.

Touching Story of a Meeting Between u

Father and His Fallen Daughter.

An extraordinary scene took place
in the gloom of the cell-roo- m of the
Ninth-stree- t station-hous- e, yesterday
morning. It was the meeting and re-

conciliation, after years of sparation,
between a respectable, well-to-d- o

father and his miserable erring
daughter who had sunk to the lowest
depths of shame. The meeting came
about In this manner: Early in the
morning a woman calling herself
Hattie Clark, one of the most aban-
doned white women In that wretched
quarter known as Bucktown, was ar-

rested for fighting, and taken to the
station-hous- e with her face pounded
black and blue, and her eyes so
swollen from the effects of her en-

counter that she could hardly see out
of them. She was taken before
Judge Wilson, who sentenced her to
the workhouse for thirty days, and
fined her $50 and costs. The poor
creature had often had the same sen-

tence passed upon her, and carelessly
twisting her hair into something like
decent shape, slunk out of the sight
of the police court grabbers, and into
a cell in the station-hous- e below, to
await the coming of the prison van,
to convey her to the work-hous- e.

She flung herself down upon the
bench of her cell and was preparing
to take a nap, if possible, when she
heard a voice in the outer office in-

quire of Sergeant Devine, who was
on duty: "Have you a woman lock-

ed up here named Hattie Clark?"
"Yes," exclaimed the woman, with a
rude oath, and without waiting for
the sergeant to answer the interrog-
ate j. "Here I am. What's wanted?"
The officer showed the inquirer into
the cell-roo- and Hattie got up and
went to the cell-doo- r to see who it
was that could be interested in her.
The person who had asked for her
was a tall, well-bui- lt man, with the
appearance of an opulent farmer who
had weathered some sixty or more
years of his life's vicisistudes. As
soon as the prisoner caught a glimpse
of his features as he drew dear her
she gave vent to a piteous cry, and
throwing her apron over her bruised
and discolored face, shrank into the
arthest corner of the cell. The old

gentleman was deeply affected by
the sight before him, but mastering
his emotion, said in a gentle, pleading
voice,"My God, my girl,is it thus I find
you; but come to your father, dear."
The tender words, to which she was
so unsued' and which she "never ex
pected to come from those lips, broke
her down completely, and with a
flood of tears she sank ut the feet of
her father and clasped her knees to
her bosom. Tbe old man wept with
her, and the scene brought tears to
the eyes of the sergeant. Hattie
gradually grew calmer, and the cell- -

door being open the father took his
daughter to bis heart, rags, filth,
bruised face, and all. He ignored
completely her wretched plight and
the still more wretched manner of
life it indicated, and only wanted
that she should go away with him at
once. That could not be just then,
however, there was a sentence hang-
ing over her, and besides she said sha
wanted to "straighten up, get the
whiskey out of her, and get rid of her
black eyes," before she went with
him, and she thought the work-hous- e

would be the best place lor her to go
to accomplish those objects. She
said that in a couple of weeks she
would be in condition to go with him
wherever he desired, and would do so
with as graceful a heart as ever beat
in a daughter's bosom. There can be
no doubt of the sincerity of her pro-

testations. The old gentleman re
gretfully acquiesced in the arrange
ment that she should go to the work
house forgetting that he hadn't all
to do with that part of the programme

but said that be would come in
two weeks and take her away. They
then parted, and Hattie returned to
her cell a changed woman, let us
hope for the remainder of her life.
There is no doubt, if she continues in
her present mood, and shows an
earnest purpose to reform, that the
proper authorities will release her
from the work-hous- e at the expira-
tion of the stipulated two weeks.
But whatever her course may be, the
grandeur of character and tenderness
of soul exhibited by that good old
man, in folding to his breast that for
lorn, draggled outcast daughter, must
a j peal strongly to the hearts of these
who know how rarely such christian
traits are displayed in this hard wick
ed city.

The old gentleman was a farmer
and stock dealer, living near Flem- -

ingsburg, Ky. He came to Cincinna
tl from Wood county, West Va, in
18C1, and lived here until six years
ago. Hattie is about thirty-thre- e

years of age, and was born in Virgin
ia. She was married young to
conductor on the Baltimore and Ohio
railroad, named Gibbs, who deserted
her after they had lived together but
a few weeks. His wife dying, the
father brought his children to Clncin- -

natti,and found homes for them among
some of his acquaintances. There
are four children besides Hattie, all
of whom are grown, and in good cir
cumstances. Six years ago he went
West, and engaged in the stock busi-

ness, and was soon on the road of
comparative wealth. Hattie went
wrong soon after he left, and contin-
ued to go from bad to worse until
she found herself in the lowest dens
of Bucktown. He had made a num-
ber of ineffectual searches for her,
but only obtained a clue fo her
whereabouts yesterday morning,
when he learned at the Home of the
Good Shepherd that a woman named
Margaret Hill had been there some
time ago, but was now back to her
old haunts, and known as Maggie

Clark. His next inanity was among
the policemen, who directed him to
the Ninth-stree- t station-hous- e, with
the happy result described above.

Limp Kills Potato Rugs.
A correspondent writes to the New

England Farmer that he tiads air-slack-

lime applied to the potato
ops will kill them. This is also
the experience of a correspondent
of the Mirror and Farmer, who
says: "Two years ago the Col-

orado beetle attacked my po-

tato crop. After trying various things
without success, I stumbled on u
caak of lime which had been air-slacke- d.

I commenced to dust it on
the tops, and wherever it fell on the
Bings they turned black and soon
dropped off and died. I passed over
the field three times between hoeing
and blossoms time and found it not
only sure death to the larvae, but a
material benefit to the crop. Last
year I tried the same good result."
We read of a man who placed 200
potato bugs in a boitle and sprinkled
lime over them. Within an hour not
one ws alive. On the following day
he sprinkled lime over his potato
patch, and on the next morning
found tens of thousands of bugs lying
dead. Tbe experiment is at least
worth trying.

Sleeplessness.
The Boston Journal of Chemistry

gives some hints to the many per-

sons who nowadays suffer with sleep- -

lessnes. One of the most efficient
means of inducing natural sleep, it
says, is the application of mustard
plasters to the abdomon. Preyer of
Jena, advocates the administration
of a freshly-mad- e solution of of lac-

tate of soda, or of some milk or whey.
Where the sleeplessness depends up-

on brain exhaustion, Dr Hollis rec-

ommends the administration, just be-

fore bedtime, of tt tumbler full of hot
claret and water, with sugar and
nutmeg, The alkalies and alkaline
earths are usefnl when acid dyspep-
sia is present. In hot weather,
sprinkling the floor of the sleeping
apartments with water lessens the ir-

ritant properties of ehe air, adding
much to the comfort of the sleepers;
possibly the quantity of ozooe is at
the same time increased. When sleep is
broken by severe pain, opium or mor-

phia is of value. In the wakefulness
due to neuralgia, it it is often better
to inject a small dose of morphia

near the branch of the
affected nerve, than to admister it by
the mouth.
